Bars Home Against Removal of 
His Son, Ill with Smallpox. 


“Little Italy’ Is Invaded by Policemen 
and Doctors—Many New Cases 
of the Disease. 


One of the most exciting and at the same 
time pathetic episodes of the present small- 
pox epidemic in this city was witnessed 
yesterday at the home of Policeman Dono- 
hue of the Thirty-seventh Precinct, at 430 
East One Hundred and Fifteenth Street, 
where the frantic parents, whose son Wal- 
ter, aged eight, lay stricken with the dis- 
ease, locked their house and for nearly 
seven hours resisted the attempts of the 
health officials and a squad of policemen 
to effect the removal of the child to North 
Brother Island. It was only after Police- 
man Donohue had been notified by Chief 
Devery and Deputy Chief Cortwright that 
the house would be broken into that he 
gave in, and then the mother went to the 
smallpox hospital with her stricken child. 

Donohue called on the Board of Health 

esterday morning and begged that his son 

allowed to remain at home. It was dis- 
cov on Wednesday night that the boy 
had the disease. It appears that he had 
been treated for six or seven days by a 
physician, who had diagnosed the disease 
as liver troubie. President Murphy, after a 
tation with his colleagues, decided 
that no exception could be made in this 
case, and that the boy must at once be 
taken to North Brother Island. The police- 
man then asked if the mother could accom- 
pany her child to the island. It was decid- 
ed, after a conference, to grant. this re- 
quest. 

When the ambulance of the Board of 
Health arrived at the Donohue residence 
at noon the chiid’s mother refused to allow 
the physicians to — Sa tev out of. the 
house.

The firm re- 
tused, and never received another con- 
tract.

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NEW GAME COMMISSION. 


Bill for Reordidkhdation with a Single 
Head Agreed Upon After Con- 
ference with Gov. Odell. 


ALBANY, Jan, $1.—The bill to carry out 
Gov. Odell’s suggestions for a reorganiza- 
tion of the Fish, Game, and Forest Com- 
mission, after having been thoroughly over- 
hauled and amended, was reported this 
morning by the Senate Committee on Fish, 
Forest, and Game. It is said that it now 
meets with the entire approval of the Gov- 
ernor, Lieutenant Governor, and. Senator 
Brown, and will become a law in its present 
shape, 

There is to be but one Commissioner, at 
an annual salary of $5,000. From 1901 to 
1908, however, he is to have two advisory 
or consulting Commissioners, who are to be 
appointed by the Governor. These appoint- 
ees may be private citizens or State officers 
whose duties do not prevent them from 
serving as Commissioners. They are to 
serve two years. It is the apparent intent 
of the bill to have State officers serve, and 
their terms end with that of the Governor. 

After 1903 there are to be no consulting 
Commissioners, and the ‘real’? Commis- 
sioner is to administer his bureau alone. 
He is to divide his department into four 
divisions and appoint men to serve at the 
head of each. These divisions will be for- 
est, eae, fish, and shellfish. 

The bill thus agreed upon differs from the 
bill prepared by the Merchants’ Association 
of New York in several minor details. The 
Merchants’ Association bill provides for 
three deputies, to be called heads of the 
forest and game, fish culture, and marine 
fisheries divisions. The amended bill was 
decided upon after a long conference be- 
tween Gov. Odell, Lieut. Gov. Woodruff, 
and Senator Brown, 


ELECTIONS BUREAU BILL. 


Senate Judiciary Cc ommittee Likely to 
Report the Amended Measure 
Next Wednesday. 

ALBANY, Jan. 31.—Senators Slater 
Elsberg, constituting the sub-committee 
the Senate Judiciary Committee, this morn- 
ing agreed on certain amendments to the 
proposed New York Bureau of Election 
law.

Senators Slater and Elsberg agreed to re- 
port the Raines bill with several amend- 
ments, but retaining the section for the 
election of a board after the first one, ap- 
pointed by the Mayor, shall have served. 
The dissatisfied Brooklyn Republicans who 
objected to the clause in the Raines bill 
directing re-districting of all districts con- 
taining 600 voters at the last preceding 
election, will have to be satisfied with a 
compromise amendment. 

The Senate Judiciary Committee will 
meet on next Tuesday afternoon, when the 
report of the sub-committee will be re- 
ceived. The leading Republican members 
of this committee, Messrs. Brackett, Krum, 
and Stranahan, have already agreed to the 
amendments to the + Raines bill, made by 
the sub-committee, and it very likely

TWO ECONOMY BILLS PASSED. 


Assembly Votes to Abolish the Prison 
Commission and the Labor 
Commission. 

ALBANY, Jan. 31.—Without a dissenting 
vote the Assembly to-day passed the Allds 
bill abolishing the present State Commis- 
sion of Prisons and providing for the 
tablishment of a new commission to consist 
of three members, to be appointed by the 
Governor, one of whom shall be designated 

as President of the commission. 

The bill further provides that in the event 
of the appointment of State officers, their 
terms as members of such commission shall 
expire on the expiration of their terms as 
State officers. The President of the com- 
mission is to receive an annual salary of 
$2,500. The other members of the commis- 
sion are to serve without compensation.

Odell’s retrenchment bilis, the Ellsworth 
bill, to create a Department of Labor and 
the office of Commissioner of Labor, and 
abolishing the offices of Commissioner of 
Labor Statistics and Factory Inspector, and

TO SCRUTINIZE SUPPLY BILL. 


Gov. Odell Asks State Officials for 
Statements as to All Expenditures 
—Some of Them Worried. 
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Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, Jan. 31.—The State officials are 
worried, and Gov. Odell is responsible for 
their uneasiness. The Governor has sent 
to each’ of them a request for a detailed 
statement of the expenditures of his office 
for the past two years. It is not the work 
involved in the preparation of these state- 
ments which is causing the State officials 
worry; it is their anxiety as to the purpose 
of the Governor. The statements are quite 
likely to be productive of much embar- 
rassment to those who are called upon to 


make them, as well as to certain Senators 
and ASsemblymen. 

The jef is that the Governor is out on 
a hunt for “* gratts,”’ and the fear seems 
to bé that -he will find and expose them. 
From an inside source it is learned that the 
obje ct of the Goveruor is rather to prevent 

‘grafts’’ under his Administration than 
to expose those which were perpetrated 
under the Administration of his predeces- 
or.

128,468 DEATHS IN ONE YEAR. 


This Is the Record of New York State 
for 1900. 

31.—The number of deaths 
1900 was 128,468, according 
to reports made to the State Board of 
Health. This exceeds the number in 1899 
by 6,647, and the average for the past five 
years by 8,000, Concerning smallpox and 
grip, the annual bulletin says: 

“Smallpox was brought from outside to 
seventeen places during the first half of 
the year without spread. From August to 
November the State was free from it; then 
a traveling minstrel troupe left it at three 
localities in the eastern part of the State, 
whence it spread, and at the end of the 
year it exists at five places and their 
vicinities, with promise of further spread. 
Of fourteen deaths, four have occurred 
outside New York City. 

“The grip epidemic of the year was un- 
usually severe, lasted six months, and 
probably added 11,500 to the mortality.’ 

During De pcember the re were 9,889 deaths.

Mr, Teller responded that the General 
nevertheless shared in the sentiments 
emanating from the West Pointers.in the 
army.

TROOPS. 


War Department Anticipated the Pas- 
sage of the Army Bill. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.—In anticipation 
of the passage of the Army Reorganization 
bill the War Department issued prepara- 
tory orders for the transportation of 5,200 
regular troops to the Philippines to replace 
an egual number of volunteers under or- 
ders to San Francisco for discharge. The 
soldiers to be sent to the Philippines first 
include eight troops of the Fifth Cavalry, 
eight companies the Tenth Infantry, 
eight companies of the Eleventh Infantry, 
and the provisional battalion of the troops 

at the Presidio at San Francisco. 

There are now about 2,000 recruits at 

San Hrancisco awaiting transportation to 
Manila, and the number will be increased 
as rapidly as the recruiting officers in 
various parts of the country obtain the 
necessary material. 
_ There are now about 40,000 regular troops 
in the Philippines, and the problem gon- 
fronting the military authorities is how to 
inerease that number to 60,000 by July 1, 
when the entire volunteer army of 35,000 
must be discharged. Advantage will be 
taken of the provision of the pending Army 
bill, “authorizing the recruitment of 12,000 
native Filipinos. 

In that event only 10,000 reinforcements 
will be required immediately from the 
United States. 

The most sanguine officers of the War 
Department do not expect more than three 
or four thousand of the volunteer troops 
to re-enlist for service in the Philippines.

MR. GAGE ON CURRENCY. 


At a Committee Hearing Declares that 
Greenbacks Should be Retired. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.—Secretary Gage 
had an extended hearing to-day before the 
House Committee on Banking and Currency 
on the subject of revising the banking laws, 
with a view to establishfig an elastic cur- 
rency, based on bank assets. The bill un- 
der consideration was introduced by Mr. 
Lovering of Massachusetts, and has at- 
tracted much attention in banking and 
financial circles, as it provides a plan of 
guaranteed banknotes, a bank guarantee 
fund, annual tax on notes in circulation, 

and provisions to insure redemption. 

Mr. Gage said he regarded the measure as 
a step in the right direction, but he did not 
consider it broad enough to meet the re- 
quirements of our financial situation. It 


would be well to report it, as it would set 
people to thinking, although Mr, Gage said 
there was not a remote probability that 
any such legislation could be enacted by 
this Congress. 

When asked what further steps should be 
taken, Mr. Gage said it was his belief that 
the present demand obligations df the Gov- 
ernment, the greenbacks, should be retired, 
and that this would strengthen the Govy- 
ernment in maintaining the parity of the 
metals. He was afraid the enactment of 
this bill would postpone the retirement of 
the greenbacks, as the banks would be- 
come reconciled to the system. In passing 
any bill for an elastic currency, he thought 
the greenbacks should be reWred, and this 
could be best accomplished by a measure 
dealing with the whole subject of circula- 
tion, 

In response to questions, the Secretary 
said it was not essential to retire the green- 
backs by providing for the exchangeability 
of gold and silver. As between the two, he 
considered the exchangeability the more de- 
sirable. In response to Mr. Thayer of Mas- 
sachusetts, Mr. Gage said the advantage of 
retiring the greenbacks would be in reliev- 
ing the Government of gold payments on 
$346,000,000 of greenbacks and in letting 
some one else be responsible for the re- 
demption. 

Mr. Stallings, Democrat, asked, “If you 
were in Congress, would you vote to enact 
this bill?”’ 

'“ Tf I were in Congress I would offer a 
substitute,’’ answered the Secretary, amid 
laughter. 

Mr Gage made known during the hearing 
that he was at work on a summaryof bank- 
ing data covering the last thirty-six years 
of Government experience, which, when 
completed, would serve to give much prac- 
tical light on questions of banking and cir- 
culation. 


TAX ON BUCKETSHOP KEEPERS. 


Senate Committee Adds a Section to 
the War Revenue Reduction Bill— 
Makes Other Amendments. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.—The. Senate 
Committee on Finance to-day reported a 
number of amendments to the War Reyvy- 
enue Reduetion act. The following is a 
new section: 

That from and after the passage of this 
act every person, association, copartnership, or 
corporation, who or which shall in his, its, or 
their own behalf, or as agent, engage in the 
business of making or offering to make con- 
tracts, agreements, trades, or transactions 
respecting the purchase or sale of any grain, 
provisions, raw or unmanufactured, stock, bonds, 
or other securities wherein both parties thereto 
or such person, association, copartnership, or 
corporation above named, contemplate or intend 
that such contracts, agreements, trades, or 
transactions shall be or may be closed, ad- 
justed, or settled accordingly, or with reference 
to the public market quotations of prices made 
on any Board of Trade or Exchange upon which 
the commodities or securities referred to tn 
said contracts, agreements, trades, or trans- 
actions are dealt in, and without a bona fide 
transaction on such Board of Trade or Exchange, 
or wherein both parties or such person, associa-

may be deemed closed or terminated when the 
public market quotations of. prices made on 
such Board of ‘Trade or Exchange for the 
articles as securities named in such contracts, 
agreements, trades, or transactions shall reach 
a certain figure, and every person, association, 
copartnership, and corperation who or which 
shall in his or. its own behalf or as agent con- 
duct what {s commonly known as a ‘“* bucket 
shop’’ shall pay a stamp tax of 1 cent on 
each $100 in value of the merchandise covered 
or pretended to be covered, and also a tax 
of 2 cents on each $100 on the face value of 
ail stocks, bonds, or other securities covered or 
pretended to be covered by each and all of such 
contracts, agreements, trades, or transactions: 

Provided, however, that the payment of any 
tax imposed by this section shall not be held 
or construed to exempt. any such person,.associa- 
tion, copartnership, or corporation from -an¥ 
penalty or punishment provided by the laws 
of any State for carrying. on such business, or 
the making of such contracts, agreements, 
trades, or transactions within such State, or in 
any manner to authorize the commencement or 
continuance of such business, or the making 
of any such contracts, agreements, trades, or 
transactions contrary to. the laws of such State, 
or in any place prohibited by municipal Jaw; 
nor shall the payment of any such tax be held 
to prohibit any State from placing a duty or 
tax on the same trade or business for State or 
other purposes, and every such person, associa- 
tion, copartnership, or corporation as afore- 
said shall pay an annual special tax of $50), 
and for eaeh branch office, wherever established, 
an annual special tax in addition of $50, which 
said tax shall be paid within thirty days after 
the passage of this act by every person, asso- 
ciation, copartnership, or corporation now en- 
gaged in such business, and from and after 
the passage of this act by every such person, 
association, copartnership, or corporation propos- 
ing to engage !n the business aforesaid before 
commencing such business. 

Provision is made compelling all persons 
or associations doing business under this 
section to file a notice under oath with a 
Collector, giving the names of persons or 
members and officers of the corporation, 
their residence, and place where the busi- 
ness is carried on. Books showing all 
transacticns and subject to inspection by 
Collectors must be kept by such firms. Pen- 
altles are provided, making it a misde- 
meanor if any of the provivons of the act 
are not carried out, fines of $500 to $1,000 
and imprisonment of thr#e months .to two 
years being the penalty. 

A rebate provision relating to tobacco is 
added as follows: 

That on all original and unbroken factory 
packages of smoking and manufactured tobacco 
and snuff, and cigars held by manufacturers 
and dealers at the time such discount or re- 
duction of tax shall go into effect, upon which 
the tax has been pald, there shall be allowed 
a drawback or rebate of the full amount of such 
discount or reduction or tax, but the same shall 
not apply in any case where the claim has not 
been presented within sixty days following the 
date of the reduction, and such rebate to manu- 
facturers may be paid in stamps at the reduced 
rate, and no claim shall be allowed or drawback 
paid for less amount than $10. It shall be 
the duty of the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue, with the approval of the Secretary of 
the Treasury, to adopt such rules and regulations 
and to prescribe and furnish such blanks and 
forms as may be necessary to carry this section 
into effect. 

A new section is added, 
“That on and after the passage of this 
act the Secretary of the Treasury is au- 
theorized to appoint a competent. person, 
whose special duty it shall be to conduct 
such investigations as may be necessary to 
secure the efficient enforcement of the tax 
imposed upon legacies and _ distributive 
shares of personal property by Section 29 
of said act, approved June 1%, i898, and he 
may also appoint such additional clerks or 
agents as may be necessary for the col- 
lection of said taxes.’’ 

The existing laws relating to the tax on 
bills of exchange is amended so as to read 
as follows: * Bills of exchange (foreign) or 
letters of credit, (including orders by tele- 
graph or otherwise for the payment of 
money issued by express or other compa- 
nies or any person or persons,) drawn in, 
but payable out of the United States, if 
drawn singly or otherwise than a set of 
three or more, according to the custom of 
merchants and bankers, shall pay for a sum 
not exceeding $100, 2 cents, and for each 
$100 or fractional part thereof in excess of 
$100, 2 cents; if drawn in sets of two or 
more, for every bill of each set, where the 
sum made payable shall not exceed $100 or 
the equivalent thereof. in any foreign coun- 
try in which said bill may be expressed 


as follows:

MORE NICARAGUA CANAL REPORT, 


Mr. Morgan Presents the Sixth Install- 
ment to the Senate, 


WASHIRGTON, Jan. 31.—Senator Mor- 
gan, (Dem., Ala.,) Chairman of the Senate 
Committee on Inter-Oceanic Canals, to-day 
presented the sixth installment of his re- 
port on the Nicaragua Canal bill. The re- 
port is based largely upon the protocols 


between the United States and Costa Rica 
and Nicaragua. These protocols, it says, 
give important and unquestionable rights 
to those two republics, and the canclusion 
is drawn that ‘“‘ whether these protocols 
are or are not obligatory on the Govern- 
ment of the United States, they are notice 
to Great Britain that her insistence upon 
the Clayton-Bulwer treaty will not prevent 
or unreasonably delay the construction of 
the Nicaragua Canal by act of Congress." 

The report includes a letter to Senator 
Morgan from Capt. Sigsbee, chief intelli- 
gence officer of the Navy Department, 
‘“‘which,’”” says the committee, ‘ shows 
conclusively that the location of Liverpool 
on the map of the world has been for all 
ages the chief factor in the wonderful suc- 
cess of Great Britain as a commercial pow- 
er, and that the opening of a canal through 
the Isthmus of Darien will change these 
conditions to the great advantage of New 
York,’ 


BILL TO PUNISH BRIBERS. 


Mr. Lentz Offers It * to Promote Purity 
of Elections.” 
WASHINGTON. Jan. 31.—Representative 
Lentz (Dem., Ohio,) to-day introduced in 
the Hovse a bill entitled, ‘‘ A bill to pro- 
mote the purity of elections.”’ It provides 
that in Presidential and Congressional elec- 
tions bribe-givers or offerers of bribes, on 
conviction, shall be subject to pay a fine 
of from $500 to $1,000; shall be imprisoned 
and he disfranchised for from five to fif- 
teen years, and be, during that period, 
disqualified from holding elective office. 
The bribe-taker or the person offered the 
bribe stall receive one-half of the fine 

and not be punishable. 

The bill also provides that no person or 
corporation shall contribute to any cam- 
paign fund for use ovtside of the district 
in which he or it resides and prescribes 
heavy penalties for violations. 


WORK ON THE POST OFFICE BILL. 


Honse Begins Consideration of Meas- 
ure Carrying $122,782,688. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.—The House this 
afternoon began consideration of the Post 
Office Appropriation bill. Mr. Loud, in 
charge of the bill, explained the measure, 
which, he said, carried $122,782,688, being 
$1,515,339 more than the estimates and 
$9,124,450 more than the appropriation for 
the current year. When the bill was read 
for amendment the appropriation for sala- 
ries for Postmasters was increased from 
$19,000,000 to $20,000,000. 

Mr. Lentz (Dem., Ohio,) offered a series 
of amendments for the gradation of the 
salaries of clerks in charge of stations and 
sub-stations, but all were defeated. A host 
of other amendments were ruled out on 
points of order. The House disposed of 
twenty-four pages of the bill before ad- 
journing. 


Court-Martial for Naval Men. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.~-The Navy De- 
partment has ordered a trial by court- 
martial at Port Tampa, Feb. 9, of Lieut. 
Benjamin P. McCormick and Chief Boat- 
swain I", A. Bran for the loss of coal barge 
No. 2 off the Florida coast Dec. 30, while 
on the way to Clenfuegos. McCormick com- 


manded the tug Potomac towing the barge 
commanded by Bran. 


COUNT OF THE ELECTORAL VOTE. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.—In the House 
to-day Mr. Dalzell, (Rep., Penn.,) from the 
Committee on Rules, reported a_ substi- 
tute for the Senate resolution for the 
counting of the Electoral vote Feb. 13. Mr. 
Dalzell explained that in 1887 a law was 
passed prescribing the method in which the 
vote should be counted and declared. Prior 
to that time the count had been made un- 
der a resolution providing that the Presi- 
dent of the Senate should declare the re- 
sult. But sinee the passage of the law it 
had not been followed and the Senate had 
adopted the old; abrogated resolution un- 
der which the count was made prior to 1887. 

The House substitute was, he said, in the 
language of the law. There would be no 
declaration of the result by the presiding 
officer, but simply of the state of the vote 
which the law declared to be sufficient. It 
was important, he said, that this change 
should be made while no partisan contro- 
versy existed over the result. Both Mr. 
Richardson (Dem., Tenn.,) and Mr. Bailey 
(Dem., Texas,) said they considered the 
change proposed advisable. The resolution 
was adopted. 


Over $7,000,000 for. Fortifications. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.—The House to- 
day passed the Fortifications Appropri- 


ation bill. It carries $7,222,461, being $156,- 
167 less than is carried by the current law. 
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DEMOCRATS DIVIDED ON 
THE SUBSIDY MEASURE 


Plan to Organize Opposition in a 
Caucus Fails. 


Talk in Washington of Wall. Street 
Deals by Senators—Sudden Activity 
Not Due to Patriotism.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.—With a few Re- 
publican Senators plainly.at work endeay- 
oring to bring the Shipping Subsidy bill to 
a vote and the stock market referred to as 
expressing the confidence of stock opera- 
tors in the passage of the bill, a good deal 
of talk is heard here of the sort that was 
common while the sugar schedules of the 
Tariff bill were under consideration in the 
Senate Finance Committee. 

As was then the case, it-is not possible 
to learn that. any Senator has made im- 
proper arrangements with presumptive ben- 
eficiaries of the subsidy bill by which they 
are to gain in case the subsidies are se- 
cured. Senators will not talk of each other 
on such subjects. They assume, when the 
reports are repeated about Wall Street op- 
erations and “ digkers,’’ that they.are mere 
speculation, but privately they declare that 
it is difficult to account for sudden and in- 
tense energy on the part of men formerly 
lukewarm on any theory that ascribes this 
activity to pure patriotism. 

It is we¥ known that the managers for 
Mr. Hanna, who have introduced system 
into the work for the subsidy bill, have fol- 
lowed a plan indicating a determination to 
segregate Democrats, one by one, picking 
out those who will not oppose the subsidy 
bill and then working upon the others in 
many ways to induce them to wubandon 
their determination to oppose the measure. 
To help this along, resolutions in favor of 
the bill are being procured from organized 
trade bodies in the South and West, and the 
Senators from the sections worked upon 
are at once informed of the attitude o- 
* their people,” 

The Democratic Senators and their co- 
workers in the Senate who are opposed to 
the bill did not hold a formal conference 
to-day to decide upon a course to be pur- 
sued with reference to the measure, as had 
been announced they would do, the ex- 
planation being made that it had been 
discovered that the opposition was still so 
determined as to render a formal meeting 
unnecessary. 

While there was no caucus, however, 
there was a general exchange of views of 
the minority Senators, which enabled the 
leaders to form a quite definite opinion at 
the close of the day, of the_position ot 
the opposition as a whole. The decision 
reached is to continue the debate upon the 
bill for the present with the hope of being 
able to keep it going until it will become 
necessary for the Republican majority to 
take up the appropriation bills and other 
measures which should pass before the 
4th of March. 

The Democratic 
have speeches assured tor eight or ten 
days, and that there are probably other 
Senators who will prepare addresses within 
that time, Among those who will talk are 
Senators Daniel, (Va.,) Caftery, (La.,) Ber-

(N. C.,) and Pettigrew, (S. Dak.) Senators 
Clay (Ga.) and Turner (Wash.) also will 
make speeches in addition to those they 
have already delivered on this question, It 
is expected that Senator Caffery will talk 
at least two days. The opposition also 
counts upon speeches trom the Republican 
side of the chamber, Senators Allison, 
(lowa,) Perkins, (Cal.,) Spooner, (Wis.,) 
and McCumber (N. Dak.) being included 
in the Hst of probable speakers, 

The canvass of the situation has con- 
vinced the Democratic leaders that there 
are a half dozen or more Republican Sen- 
ators who would like to see the bill de- 
feated even in its amended form, but they 
do not expect their votes against the bill 
if it should come to a vote. On the ether 
hand they count upon the loss of some of 
their own members in support of the bill. 

The, Democrats contend that they do not 
intend to filibuster against the bill, but 
say they will insist upon its thorough dis- 
cussion before consenting to a vote upon 
it. They take the position that if there is 
to be an extra session of Congress it will 
be better for them to have the subsidy mat- 
ter among the questions to be considered 
by it, and say they are willing to take the 
responsibility of the defeat by legitimate 
means of this proposed legislation. 

There is still some talk of an intention of 
the Democrats to hold a conference to de- 
cide whether to oppose the bill or let it go 
through. The futility of holding such a 
meeting was explained to-day by Senator 
Jones of Arkansas. 

‘*We can gain no political advantage by 
holding a caucus now,” he said. ‘ There 
are four or five Democratic Senators who 
have announced their intention of voting 
for the bill, and it would be useless to 
further emphasize the division in our ranks. 
We are divided on the subject just the 
same as are the Republicans. Some of our 
people are in favor of simply exposing the 
vicious features of the Subsidy bill—which 
many of us believe is but an intent to 
loot the Treasury—and let the bill go 
through, allowing the Republicans to take 
the responsibility for what is sure to foi- 
low. There are some gentlemen outside of 
the chamber who believe that we should 
resist the passage of the measure to the 
extent of forcing the Republicans to take 
the responsibility for the failure of the 
annual appropriation bills, if they insist 
upon keeping the Shipping bill before the 


Senate. 

‘*The Republicans are also divided 
this question,’’ added Senator Jones, *‘ and 
for that reason I do not see how we can 
make it a strict party question. There are 
certain Republicans opposed to the Ship- 
ping bill who are hoping that the existing 
dead-lock in the regular business of the 
session will induce the friends of the meas- 
ure to withdraw it. There are others who 
insist upon the passage of the Shipping 
bill even if the appropriation bills have to 
go unacted upon, and necessitate the call- 
ing of an extra session of Congress. This 
is the condition in the Senate to-day, and it 
is almost impossible, with so many con- 
flicting objects at work, to predict what 
the outcome will be. I do not believe that 
the Administration desires an extra ses- 
sion.”’ 

The promotion bureau bulletin asserts to- 
night very positively that the bill will be 
passed by the Senate. 

The Senate, late in the day, after it had 
disposed of the Army bill, took up the Ship 
Subsidy bill and began voting on amend- 
ments. The amendment substituting fifteen 
vears for twenty years as the utmost limit 
that compensation shall be paid pursuant 
to the act was agreed to. Another amend- 
ment agreed to change the period within 
which new. vessels must be completed. An- 
other amendment, proposed by Mr. Aldrich, 
(Rep., R. I.,) changed the rate section by 
omitting the clauses on nineteen, twenty, 
and twenty-one knot ships and changing the 
provision on eighteen-knot ships to read: 
** Bighteen knots and over sixteen, 10 cents 
per gross ton.”’ 

3efore the Senate acted on this amend- 
ment Mr. Rawlins (Dem., Utah.) took the 
floor and began a general speech in opposi- 
tion to the bill, setting forth the enormous 
sums involved. He had not concluded his 
speech when the bill was laid aside for the 
day.

gress for a new session immediately after 
this session is concluded. 

It is plain enough that the ‘“‘ third House,” 
the lobby that thrives when Congress is in 
session, desires an extra session. It is 
evident that ‘many palpable ‘“ grafts,” 
measures pespares to loot the Treasury 
and add to the already large and neces- 
sary general appropriations, favor an ex- 
tra session in the hope that the generosity 
of the Fifty-sixth Congress will be fol- 
lowed by an equal derree of liberality on 
the part of its successor. To the men who 
make up the appropriation bills, and who 
know the importance of keeping them 
within the limits of estimated revenues, the 
thought of plunging into the revenues of 
the years 1902 and 1908 with the first of 
three sessions at each of which appropria- 
tions must inevitably be made, is a verv 
distasteful prospect to contemplate.

Senator Dolliver tersely declared: ‘I do 
not believe there will be an extra session.” 
Senator Cullom declared that hard work 
during the month would obviate any neces- 
sity for an extra session Representative 
Richardson said there was no serious rea- 
son for calling an extra session. 

It is not putting it too strongly to say 
that the opposition to an extra session fs 
almost unanimous. In the House it’ is 
characterized as gratuitous foolishness, 
suggested not only by the Administration, 
but by interests seeking legislation that 
seems doomed to fail at the present ses- 
sion.

Harold M. Sewall Replies to Criticisms 


of Georgia’s Governor. 

BRUNSWICK, Ga., Jan. 31,~Despite the 
efforts of the Brunswick Board of Trade;

Gov. Candler’s interview. Among other 
things, he said: 

** We are pictured as partners in crime by 
the Governor of Georgia, whose guests we 
are. I could not leave here without de- 
nouncing the statements of the Governor 
as malignant and libelous. I, feel it my 
duty to defend the honest men who are 
here, and I would not leave the South with- 
out doing so. Despite the statements of 
your Governor, who is not present at this 
meeting, I have the satisfaction of knowing 
that the indorsement of the pending meas- 
ure in Congress was started by Southern 
men. The men of the South have spoken 
through this Maritime Congress. The bill 
which your Governor characterizes as a ne- 
farious scheme was drafted by as honest 
men as there are in the country, and not 
by certain ones who remain away and re-¢ 
fuse to take part and let others do the 
work.”’ 

The speech caused a sensation,.which was 
intensified when the President of the Board 
of Trade moved that it be made a part of 
the official proceedings, which motion was 
carried.

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PHILIPPINE MUNICIPAL CODE. 


Commission Passes the Act—Provincial 
Government Bill Ready for 
Public Hearings. 

MANILA, Jan. 81.—The act organizing 
Municipal Governments in the Philippines 
was passed by the United States Commis- 
sion to-day, after the adoption of amend- 
ments, including a provision disqualifying 
from voting and holding office any person 
who after April 1 is in arms against, or 
aiding those opposing, the United States 

authority. 

The power to review election irregulari- 
the Governor of 
the Province to the Election Judges, and a 
provision is added for returns and records 
of births, marriages, and deaths. The 
President’s symbol of office is designated 
as a gold-headed tassel cane. 

Prior to the passage of the act, Judge 
Taft, President of the commission, said the 
greatest pains had been taken in the prepa- 
ration of the act, because the municipal- 
ities "were units upon which would be 
erected the general Government. 

The Provincial Government bill has been 
completed. The public consideration will 
begin to-morrow. Soon atter its enactment 
the United States Commissioners will visit 
the Iuzon Provinces and witness the or- 
ganization of the Provincial Government 
and the elections. Later they will visit the 
southern islands. 

The Provincial bill provides for a Goy- 
ernor, Secretary of the Treasury, a Super- 
visor, and a Fiscal. The officers may be 
Americans or Filipinos. The Governor is to 
be elected by the joint ballot of the Coun- 
cillors of the organized pueblos, (towns,) 
and his election must be confirmed by the 
Philippine Commission. The other provin- 
cial officers will be appointed by the com- 
mission, under the restrictions of the civil 
service rules. 

The Governor may suspend any municipal 
officer for misconduct, reporting the facts 
to the commission. 

The Treasurer is required to supervise 
his assistants in all the pueblos and to col- 
lect all taxes. The Supervisor will have 
charge of the roads and public buildings. 
The Fiseal will be the legal adviser of the 
Provincial Government and the Public 
Prosecutor. 

The law is to be first applied to the Prov- 
inces of Union and Pampanga.

A cablegram wes received yesterday by 
@ Danish merchant in this city from Copen- 
hagen, in which it was stated that a com- 
mittee of the Danish Parliament which was 
appointed to consider and report on the 
proposition to es Danish West Indian 
Islands to the ited States Government, 
On conditions diractly presented by Secre- 
tary of State Hay, had made its report in 
favor of such sale, 

The cablegram stated that the Danish 
Parliamentary committee, which is com- 
posed of fifteen members, made a favor- 
able report with but oe dissenting voice, 
that being the vote of’ Mr. Scavenius, for- 
merly Minister of Eccélesiastics in the Dan- 
ish Cabinet. , 

In favoring the acceptance of the propo- 

* sition submitted by Secretary Hay the Dan- 
ish Parliamentary committee advised the 
imposition 6f two conditions. The first was 
that the people of the islands should be 

~ asked to vote on the question of the sale of 
\the islands to the United States Govern- 

- ment, and that the sale should be contin- 
gent on their voting in the affirmative. 

As the people of the islands affected have 
“already voted in the affirmative on 
this proposition, it is believed that 
they would certainly do so again, as 
there has been no change in_ senti- 
ment, so far as known. The second 
condition relates to the duties on sugar, and 
is not regarded among Danes here as im- 


posing any serious obstacle to the sale.

“ STEVE” BRODIE DEAD. 


Picturesque Career of the Famous Bow- 
ery Character Ends at San 
Antonio, Texas. 

Special to The New York Times. 

SAN ANTONIO, Texas, Jan. 31.—Steve 
Brodie, actor, alleged bridge jumper, and 
pugilist promoter, died at the White House 
at 10:15 o'clock to-night. He was sur- 
rounded by his wife, a daughter, the phy- 
sician, and his friends. The end had been 
expected the whole of the day, as he lost 
consciousness early this morning. The 
body will be shipped to New York at noon 
to-morrow for interment in that city. 

Brodie had been failing rapidly the past 
three weeks. His condition grew much 
worse about a week ago, when a spell of in- 
clement weather set in, which helped the 
disease make deep inroads into his consti- 


tution. His daughter arrived from New 
York about two weeks ago. 

When he first came here about six weeks 
ago, Brodie was very hopeful of regaining 
his health, but recently he seemed to lose 
all energy and kept closely to his room. 
He was called upon daily by many of his 
San Antonio admirers, but all their words 
of cheer did little to help him. 

“‘Steve’’ Brodie, for many years was as 
much a “sight’’ of the Bowery as Suicide 
Hall and the adjacent “joints”’ of China- 
town. Born on the east side forty-three 
years ago, he grew up with the locality and 
was a typical product of the Bowery. With 
State Senator Tim’ Sullivan and many 
others who have since won prominence, 
** Steve’’ once sold newspapers and blacked 
shoes around City Hall and the Bowery, his 
favorite haunt. 

His first newspaper mention came with 
his appointment to a Lieutenantcy in Capt. 
Ayer’s famous Life Saving Corps organized 
on the East River front. ‘* Steve,’’ like 
every other street gamin of his day, was 
almost amphibious, and spent half his time 
in the waters of the rivtr. Many rescues 
were credited to him while still a youth, 
including two young women who fell off 
an excursion barge. 

A strong and daring swimmer he was in 
his element in the water, and a short while 
later at Coney Island he rescued Miss Jen- 
nie Rhett, an actress who had ventured 
beyond her depth. Miss Rhett presented 
him with a gold locket for his bravery. 

Three years later, in 1886, ‘ Steve” 
reached the zenith of his career, by per- 
suading several newspaper men that he 
jumped off the Brooklyn Bridge 135 feet 
to the water below. Columns were pub- 
lished about ‘‘ Steve Brodie, the daring 
bridge umper,”” and upon the strength of 
this imaginary feat “ Steve’’ waxed pros- 
perous, joined theatrical companies, tour- 
ing the one-night stands, and gave imita- 
tions of his famous leap. 

“In a short while he was able to open @ 
“cafe”? on the Bowery near his old 
haunts, and this rapidly sprang into favor 
among the sporting element of that thor- 
oughfare, bringing many coins to ‘“‘Steve’s’’ 
till. 

In 1889 marvelous tales of ‘‘Steve’s ’’ shoot- 
ing the Niagara Falls in a rubber suit were 
circulated throughout the country.. In 1895 
he hoaxed the whole city with false reports 
of his death in the West. Some months 
ago he felt that his end was near, and, dis- 
posing of his New York interests, he went 
to Texas to “ die in peace,’’ as he expressed 
it. At St. Louis an admirer met him and 
asked him about his quest for health and 
his bridge-jumping experience. 

“Well, young feller,’’ replied ‘ Steve” 
characteristically, ‘‘it’s hard ter say, even 
if yer say it fast, but me time’s come. I’ve 
got the ‘con’ for fair, and I’m as good as 
a dead corpse. Bridge-jumping? Say. 
You take an old fool’s advice. If yer wan- 
ter get off the car, just reach up and pull 
the strap, and wait till it stops. See?”’

UNITED STATES AFTER $100,000.

LANSING, Mich., Jan. 31.—The State and 
Federal Governments are in conflict over 
the demand made by the latter for the pay- 
ment of $68,000 with interest for a series of 
years which makes the aggregate amount 
claimed approximately $100,000. The claim 
grows out of the acquisition by the United 


States from the State of Michigan of St. 
Mary’s Falls ship canal. 

When the transfer was made there was 
$68,000 in the tolls fund, and this was un- 
disturbed unti] 1895, when the Legislature 
enacted a law providing for its transfer to 
the general fund and its use for the general 
purposes of the State. Nothing was heard 
from the Federal Government until ten 
days ago, when payment was formally de- 
manded on the ground that there existed at 
the time the canal was transferred a trust 
relation, under which the money should 
have been paid to the General Government. 
The State denies this and will defend the 
suit which the United States authorities 
threaten to institute.

DALY HORSE SALE ENDED 


Brother to Hamburg Was the Star 
of Yesterday’s Offering. 


FRANKFORT TO GO ABROAD 


Prices Were Good Straight Through 
the Auction, and 185 Head 
Brought $405,525. 


The sale of the thoroughbred horses from 
the Bitter Root Stud, Hamilton, Mon., the 
property of the Marcus Daly estate, in 
Madison Square Garden yesterday went 
with a rush, the Fasig-Tipton Company, in 
charge of the offering, hurrying matters 
that the sale might be completed in two 
days instead of three, as was planned orig- 
inally. 

The selling began a little after 2 o’clock 
in the afternoon, the auctioneer taking up 
the number in the catalogue where the sale 
stopped on the night before, and offering 
first the brood mares. It took all the after- 
noon to get through the long list of these, 
the evening then being devoted to the sale 
of the horses in training. 

Straight through the offering the prices 


held up wonderfully well, the brood mares 
bringing figures that would be accounted 
fair, even under the most favorable condi- 
tions, while for the horses in training the 
prices were large, considering that the 
three-year-olds had never been raced and 
had undergone but little training, thus com- 
pelling the buyers to go on appearances 
and breeding, while the two-year-olds, all 
practically untried, presented quite as much 
of a lottery tor bidders as did the older 
horses. 

The feature of the evening was the offer- 
ing of Frankfort, the three-year-old brother 
of Hamburg, by Hanover-Lady Reel, a colt 
that Mr. Daly would not permit to be raced 
last year. ‘The bidding on this horse was 
lively as far as it went. Lord Clonmel

ADMIRAL SCHLEY’S RETURN. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.—Rear Admiral 
Schley’s home-coming from the South Ai- 
lantic Station in the early Spring is only 
the following of a usual custom in the 
navy, where an officer of the highest rank 
is expected to serve at sea only a short 
term, and if he is about to be retired is 
excused from active service for a few 
months prior to retirement under the for- 
mula of *‘ waiting orders," which will not 
come unless some extraordinary emergency 
should arise. Having taken command of 
his present station in November, 1899, Rear 
Admiral Schley has been afloat a year and 
three months, and by the time he reaches 
heme will have added two or three more 
months to his record of sea service. 

It does not seem to have been decided at 
the Navy Department who shall have 
Schley’s squadron of two vessels—the Chi- 
cago and Atlanta. Capt. Robley D. Evans, 
now on shore duty as a member of the 
Board of Inspection and Survey, is but two 
numbers below the grade of Rear Admiral, 
and has intimated his readiness to accept 
another tour of sea duty. Capt. E. M. 
Shepard, who ranks him, is also desirous 
of sea service, and his preference may de- 
prive Capt. Evans of the South Atlantic 
Station. Capt.-Evans promises to remain 
on the list of Rear Admirals an unusually 
long time, if he keeps his health, for he 
does not retire until 1908. Long before 
that year all the Rear Admirals now in the 
active Ist will have retired, and Admiral 
Evans may head that list for more than 
three years. 

Rear Admiral Higginson, now President 
of the Lighthouse Board, is suggested at 
the Navy Department as likely to take the 
place of Read Admiral Farquhar as com- 
mander of the North Atlantic Squadron 
upon the close of the cruise now taking 
place. Admiral Farquhar took command 
of the squadron in October, 1899.

Dr. George W. Cushing Brings Suit to 
Have His Marriage Annulled. 

A peculiar story was told in the Supreme 
Court, Brooklyn, yesterday afternoon by 
Dr. George W. Cushing of 221 Schermer- 
horn Street, who was in court to. secure 
the annulment of a marriage he was al- 
leged to have contracted. Dr. Cushing is 
a specialist on nervous diseases, and has 
been an instructor in the Long Island Med- 
ical College. He is a widower, fifty-five 
years old, and lives with his two children. 

A-woman who calls herself Mrs. Clara A. 


Cushing, and who lives in Manhattan, 
brought suit against the doctor for a sep- 
aration and alimony through W. L. Gel- 
lart, a lawyer, of 258 Broadway, Manhat- 
tan. Dr. Cushing consulted with Lawyer 
M. L. Towns of Brooklyn, and it was de- 
cided that the best way out of the matter 
was to set up a counter suit for the annul- 
ment of the alleged marriage. This suit 
came up yesterday. The woman was not 
present, nor was she represented in court. 

Dr. Cushing. said that he was of. a pecu- 
lfarly nervous temperament, and that he oc- 
casionally used certain drugs to calm his 
nerves.

ART NOTES. 


The electric illumination for the Pan- 
American is exercising the wit® of the au- 
thorities of the exposition. The ordinary 
method of giving brilliant effects at night 
to buildings is to outline the chief archi- 
teectural members with rows of electric 
bulbs. This has been done hitherto with 
little understanding, because the men who 
have the work to do are engineers, not 
artists. WHll the Pan-American turn over 
a new leaf in this respect? That is the 
question that agitates the very respectable 
number of the Buffalonians who are 
abreast of the times in things artistic. 
There was a charming suggestion last year 
to have the banks of the canals set with 
torch holders, the torches to give out a 
combination of steam and natural gas, 
which ¢an be had from the soil at the ex- 
pense of laying mains of no great length, 
thus affording a fitful moving flame, light- 
ing up clouds of steam. What has become 
of this suggestion? During the hot months 
the Pan-American will be crowded at night, 
and some system of illuminating the 
grounds and buildings other than the reg- 
ular lines of electric bulbs will be appre- 
ciated by the public. In such matters there 
should be a conference of the color director 
the sculpture director, -and the architect 
with the manager of the external lighting 
of the fair, and experiments made in the 
way of concentrating the lighting elements. 
Hitherto our expositions have’ suffered 
from scattering of lights. Dt!stributed over 
large surfaces, they look meagre and in- 
effective. when by an artistic scheme of 
concentration here and there they might 
reach very beautiful results.

Now, why will they do that instead of 
paying gold or silver indiscriminately at 
such a time? I think the reason that they 
will make that discrimination is that the 
Government itself in its legislation seems 
to avoid the direct responsibility that rests 
upon it to maiptain the parity. All discus- 
sions and all statements and all expressions 
of desire by those who represent the Gov- 
ernment to shuffle off upon the community 
the responsibility for silver affects the pub- 
lic mind with distrust. 

We ought not to be squeamish about 
meeting the parity in a square, straight- 
forward manner. It is thus discredited 
more than the facts warrant, and if you 
ask the people of the United States to have 
perfect -faith in the parity of these two 
metals and to treat one with all the respect 
and confidence accorded to the other, then 
the Government of the United States, that 
is responsible for the situation as it is, 
itself must set the example. 

Now, here is an illustration, 
March 14 was passed. The House bill pro- 
posed to make the two metals exchange- 
able with each other at the Treasury. The 
Senate amended it. Why? That is the 
question that every financial man in the 
United States asks. Why? If you, the 
Government, are afraid, can you expect us 
to have more courage than you possess? 
Do you ask us to have confidence when 
you yourself will not lay down the basis 
of confidence? You complain all the time 
about the wicked money sharks and their 
discriminations against silver. They can 
and will answer: Cease to discriminate 
arainst it yourselves, and we will no longer 
discriminate. 

Nothing can rise higher than its source, 
and if your confidence is not good and you 
will not take all the responsibilities of.the 
parity between silver and gold, do not ex- 
pect the public to take the risk. They will 
decline to do it. Therefore, as long as these 
conditions exist, silver, when it accumulates 
at the money centres, will not be held for a 
time when it may be used and distributed 
again. The bankers will send it into the 
avenues of present redemption. The Gov- 
ernment might just as well face that re- 
demption at the front door as to delay until 
it must take it under the revenue laws at 
the back door. 

If you increase confidence by the kind of 
an act here proposed you will show the 
country that it is the purpose of Congress 
and the Government to maintain an abso- 
lute parity and to take all risks, responst- 
bilities, and burdens involved in so doing. 
When it appears to be the purpose, as I 
have said before, to avoid*the burdens, it 
will be unfavorably interpreted every time 
naturally and I think properly so.

Nobody questions the material advan- 
tages that would come to Prussia had 
the Kaiser’s pet scheme for connecting 
the Rhine with the Elbe not been con- 
demned by the sovereign’s personal par- 
ty in the Diet in the Fall of 1899, and 
nobody now doubts that the elaborated 
form of the scheme which was recently 
introduced would, if legislated, promote 
the industrial and commercial welfare of 
the Prussian Kingdom toa still greater 
degree. Even more than the first, the 
bill of 1901 shows that the Kaiser has the 
interests of a large portion of his sub- 
jects sincerely at heart. The means, how- 
ever, by which he hopes to succeed where 
before he failed indicate that the King 
of Prussia is not above applying to the 
internal affairs of his realm the same 
diplomacy which, as Emperor of Ger- 
many, he has made use of in interna- 
tional negotiations, This is all right, as 
far as it goes. But in the present case 
his internal diplomacy has also an in- 
ternational phase which happens to be 
of considerable interest to the United 
States. 

The expenditure estimated in the 1899 
bill was a little over 250,000,000 marks. 
It was chiefly attacked because of this 
feature, and because the scheme it in- 
cluded, if carried out, it was thought, 
would have benefited the western half of 
the kingdom and not the poorer agricult- 
ural provinces east of the Elbe. The new 
bill has an estimate of 389,010,700 marks, 
and while the works proposed are calcu- 
lated to benefit the eastern as well as 
the western provinces, so far as trans- 
portation facilities are concerned, the 
tendency of the measure would be to 
bring foreign agricultural produce into 
direct competition with the domestic in 
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the interior of the country. The Kaiser, 
therefore, if he would bring higgbill toa 
successful issue, must not only satisfac- 
torily account to the Conservatives for 
the proposed increase in expenditure, 
but he must make the benefits to be de- 
rived by the Agrarians through the pro- 
posed system of canals doubly assured 
by removing all fear of foreign compe- 
tition. 

When, a little over a fortnight ago, ‘the 
speech from the throne revealed the elab- 
orate plan that the Kaiser had in hand, 
we took occasion to note that evidently 
he expected no opposition from the Agra- 
rians, and that “ for this reason we may 
shortly see the Kaiser looking indul- 
gently upon their demands for a double 
tariff in regard to Russian and Ameri- 
cgn wheat.”” The announcement made 
on Saturday by the Imperial Chancellor, 
Count von Bur.ow, before the lower 
house of the Diet, has lent emphasis to 
this remark. ‘The Prussian Govern- 
ment,” he said, resolved to en- 
deavor to secure adequate protective du- 
ties for agricultural products, and there- 
fore an increase in the present rates 
sufficient to attain that end. The Gov- 
ernment is also anxious to expedite in 
every way the introduction of a new 
Tariff bill.” 

The new Tariff bill will doubtless be so 
drawn as to remove all fear from the 
Agrarians of American competition. 
Whether passed or not, it will at least 
show that the Kaiser has kept his part 
of the bargain by having it introduced. 
So much for the local opposition to the 
new canal measure. Its financial aspect 
is more serious. By what means, if any, 
he has overcome the objections of the 
Conservatives in this respect we do not 
know. To be sure, the financial affairs 
of the kingdom are in better shape than 
they were eighteen months ago, ‘and this 
point was recently emphasized by the 
Kreuz Zeitung, a Conservative organ. It 
will be interesting, however, to see 
whether this fact will sufficiently ap- 
peal to the Conservatives to gain their 
support for the bill. It will be enlighten- 
ing also to watch the Kaiser manipulate 
it, knowing as he must that although 
the financial affairs of Prussia are now 
prosperous, those of the empire are not, 
and that the condition of the latter is 
sure to make itself felt in the smaller 
State sooner or later.

THE TUNNEL NUISANCE. 

As bearing upon the question of the 
necessary dependence of the railroads 
using the Park Avenue tunnel upon loco- 
traction for the 


motive movement of 


trains to and from the Grand Central 
Station, we call attention to the fact that 
a system is now working very satis- 
factorily in the Belt Line tunnel of the 
Baltimore and Ohio Railroad, in Balti- 
which is safe, economical, and 
wholly free from the causes of annoy- 
ance suffered by passengers entering and 
leaving New York by the northern 
routes. The trolley system, which has 
been in use for a number of years, has 
been abandoned, and in its place the 
third rail is used with conspicuous ad- 
vantage. The third rail is in sections, 
and a section bécomes “ live’’ only when 
a motor is passing over it. The trials 
already made with heavy locomotives 
have been entirely. satisfactory. This 
would seem to establish the fact that 
the movement of trains by electricity 
between. Forty-second Street and Mott 
Haven, ,or some other convenient point 
in the open-country for roundhouses and 
coal bins, is quite practicable, if the 
managements of the roads using the 
noisome Park Avenue tunnel are gra- 
ciously pleased so to consider it. 

Could a change from coke-burning 
locomotives to electric-traction engines 
be made without greater disadvan- 
tage to the corporations (meaning loss 
of dividends to their stockholders) than 
consideration for the public comfort and 
convenience would warrant? Without 
attempting to answer this question, 
which would be difficult for the reason 
that we do not know just what valuation 
the officers and stockholders of the cor- 
porations place upon the public comfort 
and convenience, we can _ contribute 
something of interest to the discussion 
should the subject be of enough conse- 
quence to be discussed in the board room. 
At a recent meeting of the Institute of 
Electrical Engineers of England the Su- 
perintendent of the Midland Railway, 
Mr. LANGDON, presented some figures 
which startled the more conservative 
railway men and made the stockholders 
prick up their ears, so to speak. The 
Midland is a very well-equipped rail- 
road, well-managed, and commonly rated 
as a first-class property. Taking the 
fifty-mile section of its system between 
London and Bedford as a basis for com- 
parisons of steam and electricity, Mr. 
LANGDON showed very conclusively that 
by discarding its locomotives and mov- 
ing its traffic wholly by electricity the 
company would save £250,000 a year 
in operating expenses for the volume of 
traffic now moved. With steam the 
cost of operating this section has been 
found to be 8.943 pence per train mile. 
With an electrical installation of the best 
and most permanent character, costing 
£10,000 per mile, it would cost only 7.021 
pence per train,mile. The actual saving 
might very well be much more than the 
1.9 pence per train mile of Mr. LaNna- 
pDoNn’s estimate, which was figured on 
the business now handled. With higher 
speeds, more trains, and the building up 
of suburban neighborhoods through im- 
munity from the annoyances experienced 
by travelers on steam railroads, a very 
large increase of traffic might be ex- 
pected. This would reduce the cost of 
operation per train mile, and probably 
largely increase the train service by de- 
manding more frequent trains, which 
would cost very little more than infre- 
quent and slower trains drawn by loco- 
motives. Mr. LANGDON thinks that the 
cost of the electrical installation on the 
Midland would probably be repaid ip one 


more, 
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g economies and 


increase of busifiess. . 


It probably would’ npt be fair to apply 
Mr. LaNGpon’s figures to the traffic of 
the section of track from the Grand Cen- 
tral Station to the city limits. It is not 
at all likely that the change from steam 
to electricity would save $1,000,000 a 
year to the companies which now as- 
phyxiate some hundreds of trainloads 
of passengers daily, but it is quite prob- 
able that the results would be worth 
more than that to them in the upbuilding 
of our attractive northern and eastern 
suburbs, which will not be quite desira- 
ble until more agreeable of access. 


THE SHERMAN STATUE. 

It appears that the widow and execu- 
trix of the chosen sculptor of the Sher- 
man Statue in Washington is in effect 
advertising for some sculptor, American 
or European, but preferably American, 
to come in and complete that work of art 
in accordance with the intentions of her 
late husband. We do not know what is 
the actual status of the work of art in 
question. But evidently it is not com- 
plete. Apparently the model is not com- 
plete from which it was to be executed. 
If it were, Mrs. RoHL SMITH would not 
have occasion to advertise for a sculptor. 
Her advertisement indicated that there is 
still some artistic work of importance to 
be done on the statue. 

That being the case, there is an evi- 
dent opportunity to retrieve one of the 
greatest artistic blunders of recent years. 
The cost of the monument, as we remem- 
ber, was to be defrayed by the Govern- 
ment, and by the organizations of old 
soldiers who had served with SHERMAN 
in the proportion of something like 85 
per cent. of public money to 15 per cent. 
of private money. Yet the 15 per cent. 
took charge of the whole business. Its 
representatives, in an evil hour, consent- 
ed to invoke professional advice. The 
advice they received was the best the 
country afforded. It was to the effect 
that the design they in their untutored 
minds preferred was not the best, not 
the second best, nor the third best, nor 
the fourth best that the United States 
could get for its 85 per cent. of contri- 
bution. But this did not affect their 
pure minds. They took the broad general 
ground that is alleged to be popular in 
Congress on these things, the doctrine, 
as it is profanely expressed there, of 
“Art be condemned.” They’ chose 
what they liked, in defiance of everybody 
who was entitled to an opinion as to 
what they ought to like. It was a great 
scandal. 

But it ought not to go any further. 
When the incompetently chosen sculptor 
has died, leaving his work unfinished, he 
cannot possibly leave any right to have 
it finished, according to their crude no- 
tions, to his “‘ heirs, administrators, and 
assigns.”’ The contract with the artist 
must be purely personal and must lapse 
with his death, even according to the de- 
cisions of that wonderful committee, rep- 
resenting 15 per cent. of the cost of the 
monument, which undertook to spend 
the other 85 per cent., representing the 
contribution of the taxpayers, in de- 
fiance of professional advice. We shall 
be greatly disappointed if the widow and 
executrix, attempting to carry out, ac- 
cording to her lights, the wishes of the 
sculptural testator, finds, in the present 
Secretary of War so pliant a person as 
she seems to expect. In fact, Mr. Roor 
may take the ground that an opportunity 
is offered to him to prevent the execu- 
tion of a very flagrant piece of van- 
dalism.

Why, one may reasonably ask, 
should the idea of taking action in honor 
of a British monarch have originated in 
places where any such suggestion might 
be expected to cause profound and unani- 
mous horror? But,.on the other hand, is it 
not equally surprising that the Councilmen 
and Aldermen, with so glorious an oppor- 
tunity to demonstrate their natural feel- 
ings as these resolutions gave them, should 
neglect to take advantage of it by over- 
whelming the introducers of the documents 
with eloquent indignation and then laying 
the documents on or under the table till 
the end of time? Thus would they have 
“stood by the Mayor,’’ the Mayor who is 
so distinctively their Mayor. The course 
they took cannot be interpreted otherwise 
than as a confession that they feared 
either to commend or to condemn him, and 
so shirked the issue entirely. But what is 
to be the outcome of the matter? Are the 
Councilmen and the Board of Aldermen 
never again to remain in session long 
enough for the transaction of business un- 
til they are absolutely certain that they 
will not be asked to put themselves on rec- 
ord on the flag question? 


— One of our readers, the manager of 
an up-the-State street raflway, who has 
followed with sympathetic attention the 
development here of public sentiment 
against the loathsome practice of spitting 
upon car floors, and who rejoices over Mr. 
HARDON’S success in bringing punishment 
upon a man guilty of the’ offense, declares 
that the shortest road to a complete re- 
form of the abuse lies in utilization by 
passengers of the power of arrest by pri- 
vate persons given in the Code of Crim- 
inal Procedure. There it is set down that 
“a private person may arrest another for 
a crime committed in his presence,” first 
informing the other of the cause of arrest 
and requiring him to submit. Of crimes, 
of course, there are two sorts, felonies and 
misdemeanors, and violation of a Health 
Board ordinance is a misdemeanor. Our 
correspondent seems to think conductors 
are under no greater obligation in this mat- 
ter than passengers. That opinion will 
hardly meet with general approval, but 
there is force in his contention that con- 
ductors cannot compel a spitter to give his 
name and address, and that it is rarely 
possible to get those of witnesses to the 
spitter’s misbehavior, for, however angry 
and disgusted they may be, they are usual- 
ly reduced to silence when confronted with 
the necessity of giving evidence in court. 
Mr. HARDON ignored personal inconveni- 
ence, but, according to this street railway 
manager, Mr. HARDON is “ one in ten thou- 
sand.’ That is a large number, but per- 
haps he is right, An altercation with a

tasteful to the average respectable citizen, 
and it takes no small part of a day to see 
a@ case through the Police Court. The posi- 
tion of the conductor is differept. As an 
official, he*is clothed with a measure of 
authority, his time is at the service of his 
company, which can well afford to devote 
it to the protection of the traveling public, 
and conspicuousness has no terrors for 
him. In the vast majority of instances, 
too, the desired resuit can be obtained by 
a mere threat on the conductor's part to 
take decisive action if the offénsive con- 
duct does not cease, 


——A most disquieting suggestion is made 
by an apparently well-informed writer in 


Harper’s Weekly, who says that though the. 


West Point cadets unquestionably meant 
and mean to abandon hazing in accordance 
with the terms of their recent resolution, 
there is room for doubt as to whether ‘ haz- 
ing,’’ 


survive the voluntary reformation of the 
others. Hardly one of the boys, when on 
the witness stand, would admit that ‘ brac- 
ing’’ was in an¥ sense reprehensible, and 
many of them argued at length that this 
form of discipline by the upper class men 
produced excellent effects on the members 
of the lower classes. Yet “ bracing ’”’ 
much against the rules of the Academy as 
is “exercising,” and, the critic well 
says, ‘‘its defense rests upon the imper- 
tinent cadet assumption that they (the 
cadets) know better than the Military 
Academy authorities what is best in the 
way of training for the new cadets.” It 
is pointed out, too, that though the cadets 
promised that there should be no 
“calling out” by class action, they made 
no mention of individual challenges to com- 
bat. And they were quite silent as to the 
imposition of menial tasks upon the lower 
class men and gave no assurances that 
“funny formations ”’ and other devices for 
the infliction of humiliation, as distin- 
guished from physical pain, would be aban- 
doned. The writer of the article succeeds 
in presenting some excuse for the anxiety 
he professes, but he also reveals an in- 
clination toward over-severity in his judg- 
ment of boyish tricks, and, all things con- 
sidered, we are not much alarmed. The 
West Point cadets are not fools. They know 
that hazing, as commonly and properly de- 
fined, must cease at the Academy, and they 
have promised that it shall cease. The 
theory that they juggled with words in 
drafting their resolution will hold water 
only on the assumption that they are even 
more unintelligent than wicked. We do not 
expect them to be angels, but we do feel 
confident that they say what they mean 
no less than they mean what they say 
when they proclaim the purpose of being 
good boys.

—Chicago’s Fish Inspector, in his annual 
report, states that 13,000,000 pounds of fish 
are now in cold storage in the city, and 
that a part of this amount has been in the 
refrigerators for five years.

When, if ever, does each of the 
many varieties of preserved food begin to 
deteriorate, and when, if ever, does each of 
them become, first, unpalatable, and then 
unwholesome? 
complaint that the meats, poultry, fish, 
and the like with which we are nowadays 
supplied often lack at least flavor, and this 
fault, according to general belief—or sus- 
picion—is due to the success of modern sci- 
ence in retarding or preventing the process- 
es of disintegration which once made so 
short the period to elapse before fresh food 
became entirely uneatable. It is not to be 
denied that the new methods produce good 
results, in that they tend to equalize prices, 
to prevent waste, and to prolong the “ sea- 
son” of valuable foods by facilitating 
transportation between distant places. But 
we are paying something for all these ad- 
vantages, and it would be well to know 
exactly what the cost Even if we are 
losing only characteristic flavors, that is 
no small matter, The analytical chemist 
may find in a given sample of food all the 
constituents it should possess, and none 
that it should not, but if that food does 
not stand the subtler tests of the sense of 
taste its assimilation is likely to be either 
difficult or imperfect—in other words, it is 
not good food, and its and 
especially its exclusive, consumption will 
produce unharpy results. And certainly 
we ought to know what we are getting.

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DEMOCRACY AWAITS 
RETURN OF PRODIGALS 


But They Must Re-enter the Fold 
in a Spirit of Humility. 








Their Place Is Not at the Head of the 
Procession, Says Representative 
Lanham of Texas. 





WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.—Representative 
Landham (Dem., Texas,) submitted some 
remarks to-dey in the House on the ques- 
tion of the reorganization of the Democratic 
Pariy, He was given a very attentive hear- 
ing by his political colleagues. He re- 
viewed the lines of cleavage within the par- 


ty with a view to ascertaining whether 
there was not a common ground upon 
which the various elements in the party 


could be reunited for a future purpose. 

Mr. Lanham offered his suggestions, he 
said, in a pacific spirit, so as to ascertain 
whether the gulf between the elements was 
impassable. Te Gold Democrats, he said, 
who bore none of the scars of battle, now 
with unbridled audacity did not propose to 
return like tne prodigal son in humility, 
but they came demanding as a condition of 
their return that they should head the pro- 
They offered very freely their un- 
solicited advice. The talk of the reorgani- 
zation of the Democratic Party, he said, 
was puerile and unkind; the talk of chang- 
ing the name of the party was distasteful 
to the rank and file. The Democratic Party 
had suffered defeat many times, but it 
would survive as long as free institutions 
did. 

The talk of shelving Mr. Bryan was pre- 
mature. He had fallen with his back to the 
field and his feet to the foe. He was a 
splendid American citizen and a Democrat. 
It was improbable that he ever again would 
aspire to the nomination, but it was too 
early to discuss the candidates of the 
future. He pointed to the strength of the 
Republican Party, which, he said, was 
founded upon the subversion of the individ- 
ual to the main purposes of the organiza- 
tion. Republicans differed in preliminary 
skirmishes, but they were always united 
when the real shock of battle came. He 
referred to the action of Senator Hoar as 
a striking example and proof of this fact. 

Mr. Lanham contrasted the course of the 
Massachusetts Senator with that of Mr. 
Cleveland, twice elected President by the 
Democratic Party, who in two oomeatene 
subsequent to his own election turned his 
back on his old party associates. Mr. Lan- 
ham said if Mr. Cleveland and other Demo- 
crats, whose great abilities no one could 
deny, really believed that a defeat to their 
party was necessary to bring it back to its 
old moorings, those who had stood fast by 
the party's candidates and platforms might 
show charity. 

Those of the Democrats who had left the 
party in 1896, but who had returned in 
1900, had been welcomed with open arms. 
He had welcomed the return of Hill, Olney, 
Cockran, and the others who had rallied 
to the rescue of the Republic in the late 
campaign. [Democratic applause.] Divided, 
the Democrats could not succeed. The par- 


cession. 


ty had split on the silver question. Mr. 
Lanham pointed out that no matter how 
firm the Silver Democrats stood to their 


faith in the present conditions, the hope of 
bimetallism would be long delayed. If it 
should turn out that the silver question 
should not be a disturbing question in the 
next convention, what obstacle was there 
to a complete reunion? Those who had de- 
parted should return, not to absorb, but to 
reassociate themselves with us, said Mr. 
Lanham. Why should they not be received? 
But they must come prepared to subscribe 
to the cardinal doctrine of the party—ac- 
quiescence in the will of the majority. 

Several verses which Mr. Lanham re- 
cited exhorting the return of the prodigal 
son raised a laugh on the Republican side. 
He concluded as follows: 

“To correct wrongs and restore to the 
American people the joys of the salvation, 
the heritage the’ fathers gave us, is the 
mission of the Democratic Party. When 
cailed to such a Service, what man who ever 
loved Deocracy can refrain to obey the sum- 
mons? To the execution of this mission 
may we all devote every energy and in- 
fluence of which we are capable, and may 
it engage all our powers to reinstate Dem- 
Ocratic supremacy in this great Republic.”

WOMEN IN REFORM CRUSADE. 


Committee to Consider Plan for a Mass 
Meeting to Support the Com- 
mittee of Fifteen. 
Representatives of about thirty women’s

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DE WET ESCAPES AGAIN. 


Gen. Hamilton Was “ Unable to Get in 
Touch with” Him. 
LONDON, Feb. 1.—Lord Kitchener, tele- 
graphing from Pretoria, under date of yes- 

terday, says: 

“De Wet’s forces crossed the Bloemfon- 
tein-Ladybrand line, near Israelspoort, dur- 
ing the night of Jan. 30. Hamilton’s men, 
at the water works, were unable to get in 
touch with them. 

“French, with cavalry and mounted in- 
fantry, is sweeping the country east of the 
Pretoria-Johannesburg Railroad, between 
the Delagoa Bay’and Natal Railroad, as 
far as Ermelo. He engaged about 2,000 of 
the enemy at Wilge Valley: The enemy re- 
tired with four killed and nine wounded. 
Our casualties were one killed and seven 
wounded. 

“ Knox reports that he engaged De Wet's 
force south of Welcome Jan. 29. There was 
continuous fighting for some hours. Five 
Boers were buried. They removed many 
of their casualties in carts. Our casualties 
were one officer and one man killed and 
thirteen wounded.” 

““Gen. De Wet's force consists of 1,500 
men and two guns,’’ says the Cape Town 
correspondent of The Daily Mail. “It is 
unofficially confirmed that he has entered 


Cope Colony, but definite news is impa- 
tiently awaited."’ 

“It is understood here,’ says the Dur- 
ban correspondent of The Standard, ‘‘ that 
operations in the field will soon be revived 
on a large scale, and the policy of hunting 
out and capturing the Boers with mounted 
troops will be pursued.”’ 








JOHANNESBURG, Jan. 30.—Four or five 
hundred Boers recently evaded the British 
patrols, reached Benoni, and attempted to 
destroy the mines. Some fighting resulted 
and the Boers were beaten off, carrying 
away most of their wounded and leaving 
two wounded behind them. The British 
captured three prisoners. One Briton was 
wounded. 

Commandant Marais was wounded during 
the attack and was subsequently captured, 


ANOTHER PEACE ENVOY SHOT. 


Andries Wessels, Possibly the Former 
Leader of the Afrikander Bund, 
Executed by De Wet. 

CAPE TOWN, Jan. 31.—The Commis- 
missioner at Kroonstad reports that An- 
dries Wessels, one of the Peace Envoys, 
was shot at Klipfonstein on Jan. 28 by 

orders of Gen. De Wet. 

Morgan Daal, who was another of the 
two Boer Peace Envoys, and who accom- 
panied Andries Wessels, was shot near 
Lindley Jan. 10. 


Last July Lord Roberts reported that 
Lord Methuen had captured, among other 


prisoners, Andeles Wessels, the head of 
the Afrikander Bund. 

Since that time some of the Boer pris- 
oners have become leaders in the peace 


movement, and it is possible that Andeles 
Wessels and Andries Wessels were the 
Same. Andeles Wessels is not a relative 
of the Wessels who came to this country 
as one of the three burgher delegates. 

Lord Kitchener reported from Pretoria 
on Jan. 13 that three agents of the Boer 
Peace Committee had been taken as pris- 
oners to De Wet's laager, near Lindley, 
and that one, who was a British subject, 
was flogged and then shot. The other two 
burghers were flogged by De Wet's orders. 
; De Wet's action excited great indignation 
in Great Britain. The Daily Mail headed 
the report with the word ‘‘ Murder,” and 
declaimed against any further attempt to 
coax the Boers into submission. 


THE PRETORIA PROCLAMATION. 
LONDON, Feb. 1.—It is now generally 
accepted that the wording of the proclama- 
tion at Pretoria, describing King Edward 


as ‘Supreme Lord of and over the Trans- 


vaal,’”’ was deliberately designed to pro- 
mote conciliation. 

Special significance is attached to the 
fact that The Times prints a letter from 
Sir Henry Drummond Wolff, (formerly 
Member of Parliament and Ambassador 
Extraordinary and Plenipotentiary at Ma- 
drid, 1892-1900,) in which the diplomat de- 
clares that it is difficult to exaggerate the 
importance of this wise and beneficent 
step. The title, he says. is likelier than 
any other that could be devised to lead to 
pacification. It establishes the supremacy 
of the British Sovereign, and recognizes 
the. moral entity of the Transvaal, keeps it 
separate from the Constitutional Empire 
and places its ancient laws, customs, tradi- 
tions, religion, and private property under 
the supreme, separate rule and protection 
of the King. 

The proclamation, concludes Sir Henry, 
was inspired by the genius of conciliatory 
statecraft, and the result must be pacific. 


Kitchener Says His Task Is Difficult. 


BRUSSELS, Jan. 31.—A dispatch from 
Rome says: ‘In a letter to Archbishop So- 
garo, dated Jan. 15, Lord Kitchener ad- 
mits that the situation of the British is 
very difficult, and that the Boers are still 
hoping for European intervention. He de- 
clares, however, that it is not true that the 
British have committed cruelties.”’ 


PEKING ENVOYS DIVIDED. 


Question of the Amount of Punishment 
for Boxer Ringleaders Has Not 


Been Settled. 

PEKING, Jan. 31.—A general meeting of 
the foreign Envoys was held this morning, 
at which it was decided to hold a joint 
meeting of the Envoys and the Chinese 
plenipotentiaries next week. 

Nothing has been definitely arranged re- 
garding the punishments, and the opinions 
expressed are much divided. Some Envoys 
urge drastic measures, like beheading the 
majority of those considered especially re- 
sponsible, particularly Prince Tuan, who, 
next to the Empress Dowager, is consid- 
ered the principal culprit. Others, how- 
ever, acting under instructions from their 
Governments, advocate lighter punish- 
ments, like banishment. 

It is generally recognized that all the 
foreign Envoys, with the possible excep- 
tion of M. De Giers, the Russian Minister, 
personally believe that leniency would be 
a great mistake, considering the interpre- 
tation the Chinese would put upon it. 

Li-Hung-Chang is anxious that the joint 
meeting should be held at his house, owing 
to his stete of health. 





ANOTHER GERMAN EXPEDITION. 

PEKING, Jan. 31.—The Germans have 
sent an expedition, consisting of one bat- 
tery of artillery and one regiment of in- 
fantry, to some point westward. They re- 
fuse all information, and decline to allow 
correspondents to accompany the column. 

It is reported that a massacre of many 
native Christians seventy miles west of 
here recently occurred, and the place of the 
alleged massacre is the probable destina- 
tion of the expedition. 


Tien-Tsin Government Offices Burned. 


LONDON, Feb. 1.—‘‘ The Provisional Gov- 
ernment offices here have been totally de- 
stroyed by fire,’’ says the Tien-Tsin corre- 


spondent of The Standard. ‘“ The fire was 
obviously of incendiary origin. Chinese 
ylacards have lately been posted protest- 
ing against the taxes levied by the Pro- 
visional Government.”’ 


RAILROADS TO MAKE SUPPLIES. 


Trusts Force Them to It by Raising 
Prices of Minor Equipment. 
Special to The New York Times. 
CHICAGO, Jan. 31.—By reason of the rad- 
ical advances in railway supplies it is likely 
that many of the larger transportation 
companies will embark extensively in the 
manufacture of many articles heretofore 

purchased from private concerns. 
The Santa Fé has started the innovation 


by adding to its shops a tinware depart- 
ment, with a force of skilled mechanics. 
The company will hereafter make all the 
cups, pans, coffee pots, and other tinware 
used in the dining cars, eating stations, and 
work trains. Pails in use at the stations 
will be furnished. Oil cans, stationary 
lamps, and, possibly, trainmen’s lanterns 
are to be turned out by the new depart- 
ment. Modern machinery will be installed, 
and when finished the shop will be thor- 
oughly equipped. 

The railroads of the country expend im- 
mense amounts of money yearly in sup- 
plies. Formerly transportation companies 
could buy the necessary articles cheaper 
ihan they could make them. During the 
last two or three years the manufacturers 
of these supplies have formed trusts and 
advanced the prices of nearly every ar- 
ticle. By manufacturing their own supplies 
they believe that they will effect a great 
saving. 
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MAGISTRATE DEUEL’S 
REPORT TO COLLEAGUES 


Opposes the Establishment of a 
Children’s Court. 








Believes that Such a Tribunal Would 
Work a Hardship—The Push- 
cart Problem. 





Magistrate Joseph M. Deuel, President of 
the City Magistrates, read his annual re- 
port at the adjourned meeting of the City 
Magistrates last evening. It showed that 
there were fewer during the last 
year than during any other year since 1893. 
During the calendar year 1900 93,389 prison- 
ers were arrested and arraigned, as against 
98,017 during the previous year. Of the to- 
tal number of prisoners 73,219 were males 
and 20,170 were females. 

In his report the Magistrate spoke at 


length upon the proposed children’s court. 
Regarding this subject he said in part: 

‘While we are not opposed to a court ex- 
clusively for children, we are not persuaded 
that the one proposed will accomplish all 
that its projectors hope without inflicting 
other hardships offsetting fully any benefit. 
The principal object for such a tribunal is 
to prevent immature youth from coming 
into contact with the intemperate and dis- 
solute classes that are found in police 
courts. As a rule children under sixteen 
years of age when brought to court are 
taken to a separate room. They are thence 
brought in front of the Magistrate. When 
their cases are heard and disposed of they 
are taken out of the court room. They are 
wholly under the charge of officers of the 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Children. From the record that society has 
made very few would believe that it or 
its officers are indifferent to the wellbeing 
of its wards. 

“But, while we areplanning for the benefit 
of the children, we must not lose sight of 
the interest of the parents. Some of the 
Police Courts are far removed from. the 
proposed location of the Children’s Court 
and the loss of time and the pecuniary ex- 
pense of attending that court would be a 
great hardship. It is a grave question 
whether the system would not work hard- 
ships fully offsetting any benetits that 
might accrue, if there is to be but one such 
court and all juvenile cases sent to it. 

‘Irrespective of the foregoing considera- 
tions, what will be done in the multitude 
of cases where several defendants are ac- 
cused with acting in concert in the com- 
mission of a crime, some being under and 
some over sixteen years of age? Must the 
Magistrate sitting in a Police Court hear 
the cases of those over sixteen, discharge 
them with a reprimand, or impose a small 
fine, and compel the younger ones to re- 
main in custody as prisoners until some 
future time when a trial can be had in the 
Children’s Court? 

“What shall be done in those cases 
where the mother brings her children to 
court in seeking protection from her hus- 
band or securing provisions for her and 
their support? These and other considera- 
tions lead us to believe that the plan for 
adopting a Children’s Court to the condi- 
tions of this city have not fully been con- 
sidered, and that if the measure goes 
through as proposed it will lead to great 
confusion.” 

“The most prolific source of oe 
at this time,’ said the Magistrate, ‘‘‘is the 
push cart vendor, who seems to be regard- 
ed a public nuisance everywhere in the 
city except Hester and adjoining streets. 
The ordinances now preseribe many condl- 
tions that must be observed by these ped- 
the Municipal 


arrests 


dlers, but on May 22, 1899, ‘ 
Council wholly divested the Magistrates of 
power to impose punishment. We have 


done our best under the circumstances. Our 
want of power to inflict punishment quick- 
ly became known, and the vendors became 
insolently bold and defiant. There can be 
no adequate remedy unless our jurisdiction 
is restored, and if that is not done, the 
regulating ordinances might as well be re- 
pealed.”’ 


THE VENEZUELAN REVOLUTION. 


Goverment Thinks the Fighting Is 
Nearly Over— Another Battle, 
with Heavy Losses. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.—A report from 
Minister Loomis at Caracas, dated to-day, 
indicates that the revolution is near an end 
in the opinion of the Venezuelan Govern- 
ment, in view of a decisive victory gained 
over the revolutionists near Carupano. An- 
other battle is reported to have occurred re- 
cently near La Cuevas, in which both sides 
lost several hundred men. A French war- 
ship is about to proceed to Carupano to 
take the place of the cruiser Suchet, which 

has been lying there. 

The Venezuelan Government has declined 
to prevent the local officials in the Prov- 
ince of Bermudez from acting toward tak- 
ing possession of the New York-Bermudez 
concession at Pitch Lake, and these local 
officials have demanded the surrender of 
the arms and ammunition belonging to the 
asphalt people. 


A gentleman who is in close communica- 
tion with persons in Venezuela and con- 
versant with affairs there said yesterday, 
in discussing recent developments: 

“There is no country on the face of the 
globe where it is more difficult to obtain 
reliable informdtion during a public ex- 
citement than in Venezuela, and especially 
in Caracas. The air is filled with rumors, 
and no two persons will agree in the details 
of an event, especially during the time of 


a revolution. So far as information con- 
cerning a revolution is concerned, Port 
of Spain, Trinidad, is still worse off. In 
this excitement over the asphalt war the 


fountainhead of the cables from that point 
is believed to be an official of the Asphalt 
Trust in Venezuela, who comes over from 
Guanoco on the Rescue. 

It now transpires that this fountainhead 


of yarns evidently ‘‘ exaggerated ”’ to his 
Vice President in New York. and he in 
turn retailed the yarns to the Navy De- 


partment in such a circumstantial manner 
“as to cause the Scorpion to be sent kiting 
along the coast. to keep watch and ward 
over those phantom twenty-five American 
citizens. 

“The Caracas cable of the 30th ult., an- 
nouncing the defeat of the revolutionists 
near Carupano evidently refers to engage- 
ments that took place at the end ot De- 
cember last, as there is no telegraphic com- 
munication from that point, the wires hav- 
ing been destroyed over three weeks ago. 
Caripe is a village of some 200 to 3UVO in- 
habitants, and the ‘“ battle’’ reported to 
have been fought there recently was prob- 
ably a skirmish between some pickets, for 
the main body of troops has never been 
within twenty miles of that place. It is 
known positively in this city that Guiva 
has not been recaptured by the Govern- 
ment forces. 

‘*Gen. Fortuna, who is chief of the bat- 
talion which guard the capital, is one of 
the old followers of the late Gen. Crespo 
and @ loyal friend of Andrade, and those 
who know him well feel sure that when 
the time comes he will openly join the revo- 
lutionary movement, and thus leave Castro 
without any military backing or defense 
in the capital; so that the Chief Execu- 
tive can only hope for support from his 
Andian friends, who are few in numbers. 

“When Gen. Jouvet, editor of The Ven- 
ezuelan Herald, talks of the ‘ possible over- 
throw of President Castro,’ it may be taken 
for granted that the day of his departure 
is not far distant, and, as has been stated, 
the arrival at La Guayra of the ‘ Restau- 
rador ’—late Atalanta—will probably deter- 
mine the hour of his flight.’’ 


To Buy a Venezuelan Coffee Estate. 

WILLEMSTAD, Island of Curacao, Jan. 
31.—It is learned here that a Philadelphia 
firm of high standing has negotiated for 
the purchase of Paloma, the largest coffee 
estate in Venezuela, for $400,000. The be- 
lief that the United States Government has 
resolved to protect American citizens from 
unjust official extortion is largely responsi- 
ble for this transaction, as well as for 
other recent important investments in Ven- 
ezuela. 





British Torpedo Boat in Collision. — 


LONDON, Jan. 31.—H. M. 8. Opossum has 
arrived at Pembroke, Wales, with five feet 
of water in her collision bulkhead, having 


collided with the British torpedo-boat de- 
stroyer Vigilant. 


The Opossum is a torpedo-boat destroyer 
of about 250 tons displacement, of a speed 
from twenty-six to twenty-nine knots. Her 
armament consists of one 12-pound quick- 
firing. five 6-pound small quick-firing guns, 
besides her torpedo tubes. 


Want Increased Duty on Lumber.

TORONTO, Ontario, Jan. 31.—The lum- 
bermen of Canada have asked for higher 
duties on United States lumber and wooden 


ware. They allege that the lumber is 
brought now from Southern and Western 
States where negro labor is employed which 
is much cheaper than Canadian labor. The 
Government looks with much favor on the 
proposal, and the bill which the lumber- 
men are drafting will probably pass

COQUELIN STANDS BY ROSTAND. 
Testifies for Him in the “Cyrano de 
Bergerac ” Dispute. 
CHICAGO, Jan. 31.—That ‘“‘ Cyrano de 
Bergerac’’ sprang from the brain of the 
poet Rostand before ‘* The Merchant Prince 
of Cornville,"’ by S. E. Gross of Chicago 
reached Paris, is the opinion of M. Coque- 
lin, who appeared before E. H. Sherman, 
Master in Chancery of the United States 


Circuit Court, to-day. He testified as fol- 
lows: 

‘“‘T have known M. Rostand for six or 
seven years, and first talked to him about 
‘Cyrano de Bergerac’ in March, 1896. He 
came to my apartments and outlined the 
play to me. He recited the ballad of the 
duel to me at that time. He gave me all 
the details of the play as it now exists, but 
the only manuscript which he had was that 
of the ballad.”’ 

When asked to tell how M. Rostand pre- 
sented the play to him at that time, the 
comedian elevated his shoulders, his eye- 
brows, and his hands simultaneously, and 
said: 

‘““Would you have me act the play for 
you here? He told me rapidly what would 
happen in the different acts, and, although 
[I had rejected two plays which had been 
submitted to me by other playwrights on 
the same subject, I accepted M. Rostand’s 
proposal, becduse I knew from the ballad 
that the play would be perfect, as it is.” 

‘“What would you say, M. Coquelin,” 
asked Attorney Reed, ‘‘if I should tell you 
that M. Rostand had testified that he gave 
you parts of the play in 1895?”’ 

‘*T should say that he was mistaken.’ 

The contention of Samuel E. Gross is 
that Rostand purloined the idea of the 
play and much of the dramatic action from 
the English edition of ‘* The 
Prince of Cornville,’”” which reached the 
London publishers in the Fall of 1896. 
Mr. Gross’s play was finished in 1879, but 
was not copyrighted until Oct. 28, 1806.

RECORD MONTH IN STOCKS.

ELECTRIC COMPANIES 
UNITE IN NEW JERSEY 


One Corporation Now Has Mo- 
nopoly in Three Counties. 


Negotiations Had Been Pending for 
Some Time—Capitalization Fixed 
at $20,000,000. 


NEWARK, N. J., Jan. 31.—The most im- 
portant consolidation of electric interests 
ever brought about in the history of the 
State was effected to-day at a meeting at 
the office of L. D. Howard Gilmour, when 
practically the entire control of the electric 
lighting plants in Essex, Union, and Mor- 
ris Counties was centred in the United Elec- 
tric Company, which was recently organ- 
ized, with a paid-up capital of $20,000,000, 
and which absorbs all the subsidiary com- 
panies in the three counties 
creates a practical monopoly. 

The companies included in the combina- 
tion are as follows: Newark Electric Light 
and Power Company, People’s Light and 
Power Company of Newark, and Essex 
County Electric Company, of Newark; Jer- 
sey City Electric Light Company, Central 
Power Company, Excelsior Electric Com- 
pany, Hudson County Electric Company, 
Newark-Schuyler Electric Company, Con- 
sumers’ Electric Company, and North Hud- 
son Light, Heat and Power Company, of Jer- 
sey City; Union County Electric Company, 
Suburban Electric Light and Power Company, 
Consumers’ Light, Heat and Power Com- 
pany, and Elizabeth-Schuyler Electric Com- 
pany, of Elizabeth, and the Morris County 
Electric Company of Morristown. 

The work of bringing together these inter- 
ests into a great organization has been ac- 
complished by degrees. Small companies 
were formed, and later, when the work of 
combining electric light interests had been 
started, some of the smaller companies 
were merged into one large company. A 
number of Hudson County companies were 
first absorbed by the People’s Light, Heat 
and Power Company. Last March the fol- 
lowing companies were merged into the 
People’s Company: Newark Electric Light 
and Power Company, the Thomson-Hous- 
ton Electric Company of Newark, the Es- 
sex County Elestric Company, the Subur- 
ban Electric Light and Power Company, the 
Montclair Light and Power Company, the 
Central Power Company, the Consumers’ 
Electric Light and Power Company, the 
Excelsior Electric Company of Harrison, 
the Kearny Electric Light and Power Com- 
pany, the Hudson County Eleetric Com- 
pany, the Jersey City Electric Light Com- 
pany, and the Newark-Schuyler Electric 
Light Company. ‘ 

Other county interests quietly followed 
suit until the present consolidation was ef- 
fected. 

For some time the United Electric Com- 
pany has practically owned a controlling 
interest in the capital stock of the People’s 
Company of this city, the North Hudson of 
Jersey City, the Consumers’ of Elizabeth, 
and the Morris County Company. 

There was a hitch in the final negotia- 
tions, because some of the stockholders of 
the People’s Light and Power Company re- 
fused to sell out to the United Electrie 
Company. After time, however, terms 
were arranged with the stockholders, and 
the United Electric became owner of all the 
remaining stock in the People’s that had 
been held back. 

The United Electric now owns all the 
stock of all the companies in this electric 
union.

CHARGING LEPROSY iS SLANDER. 


Justice Gaynor’s Reasons for Deciding 
in Favor of Plaintiff in Libel Suit. 


In a libel suit tried in the Kings County 
Special Term, Justice Gaynor has held that 
to falsely publish of one that he has lep- 
rosy libelous, as the disease, whether 
properly or not, is commonly regarded as 
infectious or contagious, and as tending to 
cause the sufferer to be shunned or 
cluded from society. 

On the trial, the defendant contended that 
it is now scientifically established that lep- 
rosy is not infectious or contagious, but 
only hereditary, and therefore is no longer 
within the definition of slander. Justice 
Gaynor refers to the fact that when the 
penai statutes against Catholics and witch- 
craft existed in England, it Was slander 
to say of one that he was a Papist, or 
went to mass, or that he was a witch, but 
says he does not think it is a parallel case 
if the progress of science has revealed that 
leprosy was erroneously classed as infec- 
tious or contagious. He said: 

**Jt remains a term of slander until the 
law is changed. To say of one that he went 
to mass, or practiced witchcraft, might 
sult be slander if the law had not been 

changed, even though the progress of en- 
lightenment had revealed to most people 
that to hear mass was not bad or that 
there was no such thing as a witch. Be- 
sides that, in the charge of leprosy which 
made the courts classify it as slanderous, 
was its tendency to cause one to be shunned 
and excluded from society, and that still 
exists.”

Strange Story Disclosed by Complainant 
Who Investigated the Case of Pris- 
oner Who Stole a Loaf. 

A Sidney Carton" of real life was led 
up to the bar of the Yorkville Court yes- 
terday morning. He was shabbily clad in 
a thin Summer suit, and stood shivering 
as he faced the Magistrate.

Mrs. Yager told 
the complainant that her husband was laid 
up with rheumatism, and that Judge was 
the sole support of the family. For two 
not one of them had had a mouthful 
of food, she said—neither her husband, 
herself, her children, nor Judge.
